SPECIAL MESSAGE, 


The President Strongly Urged to Send 
One to Congress, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. (The Presi- 
dent is being strongly urged by the Admin- 
istration leaders in Congress to write a 
special message on the currency situation, 
as it is believed that, unless he takes this 
course, no bill of any kind will pass the 
House. The plan is te have the message 
sent in on Saturday or Monday, have a cau- 
cus of the Democrats immediately called, 
and, under this pressure, pass some bill on 
Tuesday. c . 

It has been represented to the President 
that the situation is so critical that if a 
caucus is held without some official expres- 
sion from him the Democratic majority will 
80 divide that it will be folly to press for a 
vote in the House. 

The leaders of the Senate are not asking 
for any White House advice, and it is open- 
ly stated that, if any message be trans- 
mitted, it will not affect any change of pol- 
icy on the part of the Senate majority. 
The Senate has declared against any finan- 
cial legislation during this session, and 
there is absolutely no reason to believe any- 
thing will be done. The House is disposed to 
adopt some legislation calculated to relieve 
the embarrassments of the Treasury, but 
the attitude of the Senate has added con- 
fusion to the already-unsettled condition of 
affairs. 

A message is looked to as the only hope of 
passing any currency reform legislation, 
but the President realizes that the Senate 
will stand as an immovable obstruction to 
any reform, and he is, therefore, opposed 
to writing any message on the subject. 

Secretary Carlisle has talked this matter 
over with Mr. Cleveland, and has told him 
that he had no doubt that, if such a mes-

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 4—When the 
Tennessee Legislature meets, on next Mon- 
day, it will have a problem to solve—declar- 
ing who is to be Governor of the State.
